Introduction 

This  bibliography  is  designed  to  broadly  cover  a  rather  specialized 
field  within  comprehensive  urban  planning.   Recent  changes  and  predictable 
further  developments  are  V7idening  urban  concerns  from  their  historically 
more  limited  spatial  and  aesthetic  orientation  to  include  social,  economic, 
political  and  legal  considerations.  The  enormous  complexity  and  diversity  of 
urban  interrelationships  has  led  to  the  use  of  new  techniques,  such  as 
systems  analysis,  mathematical  models,  and  the  use  of  computers  linked  to 
giant  electronic  data  banks. 

In  the  face  of  these  rapid  changes  in  planning  it  is  understandable  that 
attention  is  concentrating  on  the  social  and  scientific  aspects  of  urbanism. 
It  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  neglect  the  importance  of  the  city  as  a 
three-dimensional  artifact  capable  of  evoking  powerful  aesthetic,  symbolic 
and  artistic  satisfactions  in  each  of  us. 

This  bibliography  concentrates  on  urban  or  civic  design.   It  does 
not  attempt  to  cover  the  emerging  field  of  environmental  perception  and 
computer  aided  design  or  historical  and  philosophical  inquiries  into  the 
grov7th  of  cities. 

Many  of  the  most  challenging  thoughts  and  ne\<r   ideas  in  any  discipline 
are  found  in  professional  journals,  and  on  a  more  popular  basis  in  magazines. 
They  could  not  be  included  v/ithin  the  desired  limits  of  this  listing. 
Other  recent  bibliographies  cited  at  the  end  of  this  one  provide  adequate 
coverage  of  journals,  magazines  and  pamphlets. 

The  annotations  have  been  prepared  to  aid  the  reader  in  his  search. 
They  are  derived  from  several  sources,  with  fairly  neutral  listings  of 
the  major  features  of  a  work  on  the  one  hand  and  strongly  qualitative 
statements  based  on  personal  opinion  on  the  other  hand.   Although  some\;hat 
inconsistent,  this  was  considered  to  be  the  best  of  several  choices. 
Concepts  have  been  given  for  books  of  key  importance  with  which  the 
compiler  is  especially  familiar. 

Value  statements  are  of  course  open  to  criticism  and  the  reader  is 
warned  that  V7hat  I  consider  with  affection  may  turn  out  to  be  his  poison. 
Any  comments  or  suggestions  will  be  most  welcome. 

Finally,  the  assistance  of  Mr.  David  Twombly  in  compiling  material 
is  greatly  appreciated.

Some  major  concepts; 

-  Architecture  is  an  index  to  a  period  as  well  as  an  independent 
organism  of  its  o\m;    thus  a  concern  for  historical  continuity  will 
permit  a  more  meaningful  and  significant  life. 

-  The  simultaneous  view  of  a  building  from  the  outside  and  the 
inside  made  possible  by  the  glass  curtain  wall  may  be  considered  as 
the  introduction  of  a  fourth  dimension  -  time  -  to  the  other  three 
dimensions  of  space, 

-  Frank  Lloyd  Wright's  main  influence  on  American  and  indeed  Western 
culture  is  what  he  called  himself  "organic  architecture". 

-  In  analyzing  the  main  trends  of  modern  architecture,  the  contribu- 
tions of  Gropius  (form  follows  function),  Le  Corbusier  (the  house  is 
a  machine  to  live  in)  and  Mies  van  der  Rohe  (less  is  more)  are  of 
major  significance. 

-  The  parkway,  the  skyscraper  and  the  city  within  the  city  completely 
transform  the  scale  of  the  modern  city.

Not  a  single  city  has  transformed  its  center  into  a  pedestrian 
paradise,  although  many  have  gone  part  way.   It  is  ironic  that  the 
author's  most  noteworthy  contribution  to  automobile  age  planning  - 
the  regional  shopping  center  -  has  done  much  to  sap  the  strength 
and  vitality  of  the  central  core  of  the  city.

The  work  was  commissioned  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  and  provides  a  specific  contribution  in  this  field  that 
did  not  exist  before.

-  Town  planning  in  the  "grand  design"  manner  has  been  a  major  influence 
here,  but  results  have  often  fallen  short  of  expectations,  because  the 
two-dimensional  streets  depend  for  their  impact  on  the  third  dimension 
provided  by  the  facade  of  buildings. 

-  Romanticism,  as  a  reaction  against  the  sooty  city  of  the  industrial 
revolution,  was  a  major  influence  in  the  rise  of  the  suburbs. 

-  Civic  art  and  civic  design  can  humanize  the  contemporary  city  and 
should  be  used  comprehensively  to  that  end.
